As one incident of his 
visit while here Mr Ganzer had the 
pleasure of showing a good many 
people why the black soil produced 
fine tomato vines, but no tomatos. 
lie said the soil was too rich in the 
element of nitrogen and too poor in 
phosphates and potash.

the best recommended garden fertiliz­ 
er (commercial) and the vines will 
till with fruit. 
As proof, he cited the 
example of our citizen. Boh Blythe, 
who, following out Mr. Ganzer’s ad­ 
vice in regard to tomatos, increased 
his crop wonderfully. This is on* in­ 
stance of the manner in which Mr. 
Ganzer assists tie* farmers, aud when 
it is known that he confers a like ser­ 
vice in favor of the larger staple 
crops the value of his faithful labors 
in Wise county will be known. Along 
toward fall Mr. Ganzer will start his 
campaign for the crop of 1910, and 
hopes to do a big year’s work for 
Wise county next year.
